Long a valued device of interior 
decorators, the use of wall and 
ceiling tints to conceal bad propor­ 
tions and accent the feeling of 
space is now being commonly used 
by home owners. 
Lighl colors, those mixed with 
white, tend to create a feeling of 
space and should be used as a 
groundwork when this effect is 
sought. 
By using a gray back­ 
ground 
throughout 
the 
house, 
brightened with light shades of 
yellow, pale green, coral or other 
similar tints, a sense of space will 
be attained, and normally dark 
rooms will appear brighter. 
If the house is too dark and ap­ 
pears too empty, tho action should 
be reversed. Dark shades of warm, 
glowing colors should be used to 
draw together an oversized room. 
Square rooms may he made to ap­ 
pear rectangular by finishing oppo­ 
site walls in a light shade and pan­ 
eling the other two walls in clear 
or knotty pine. A fireplace wall in 
knotty pine provides a harmon­ 
ious background for a cheery blaze 
and takes away the monotony of 
four identical walls.

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WASHINGTON FEARED FIRE 
Thei e is nothing that fills my mind with 
more apprehension when I am from home, 
than fire. I request therefore that every 
charge, and every precaution against the 
bad effects of it, may be given, and used, 
during my absence, to guard against the 
danger of it.” 
That warning was written by George 
Washington in 1797, in a letter to the 
manager of his farm. The language may 
seem archaic, but the thought behind it is 
as modern as today. For fire remains one 
of the greatest dangers to life and property 
—in the home, on the farm, and in places of 
business.

Last year, the property loss from fire was 
more than $688,000,000. During the early 
pai t of this year, the trend was upward—in 
February for example, the waste was 18.5 
per cent greater than in the same month a 
year before. In part, such increases can be 
attributed to rising prices and values. But 
the sad fact remains that back of almost 
every fire, great or small, is human failure— 
carelessness, ignorance, indifference. 
Today, as in Washington’s time, fire pre­ 
vention is a matter of vigilance. For the 
most part, the causes of fire are simple _ 
improper handling of smoking materials, 
accumulations of trash, heating plants and 
electrical systems that need repair, and so 
on. It takes no fire prevention expert to 
eliminate such obvious dangers as these. 
It takes only a little thought and a small 
amount of work.

The question of war and (ieace jg one that rests, 
under our form of government, in Congress. 
In 
exercising this authority, Congress voices the will 
of the majority, whose right to rule is the corner­ 
stone upon which our governmental edifice is built. 
Under the Constitution, its pronouncement on such 
a question is final, and is obligatory upon every 
citizen of the United States. That men who wear 
the cloth of the church should openly defend re­ 
pudiation of the laws of the land, with the neces­ 
sary implications arising from such a general atti­ 
tude toward our statutes, seems almost unbeiiev- 
abie. 
It will certainly hearten every potential or 
actual criminal and malefactor who either has or 
contemplates breaking some other law. Anomalous 
as it seems, it apparently stamps the clergyman ts 
a leading exponent of law violation at individual 
pleasure. 
Of course, there is nothing new* in this doctrine* 
it is clearly stated in the Constitution of the United 
btates and in a number of decisions of the Supreme 
Court, ours is a congressional government; that is 
a representative republic. 
During the past 20 years much has been done to 
shift the center of authority from the Congress to 
the President, from the legislative to the execu­ 
tive. 
But the will of the people expresses itself 
best in the Congress, in the debates, the disagree­ 
ments the compromises, the acts of the Congress 
A wilful executive can work in secrecy and there­ 
fore unrelate himself to the will of the people. 
Congress can do no business in secrecy and 
therefore cannot betray the will of the people with­ 
out the knowledge of the people.

BUYING ABROAD 
When travelers to Europe budget their 
funds, they plan on spending about one- 
tenth of their money for shopping, and 
usually are not tempted to go above that 
amount, according to conclusions drawn 
from customs records. It is estimated that 
European travelers returned this year with 
goods amounting to twenty-six and a half 
million dollars. 
With five hundred dollars’ worth the limit 
which can be brought into this country duty­ 
free by one individual, most Americans stay 
well below that limit. Forty-seven per cent 
of the returning travelers bring back less 
than one hundred dollars’ worth each. While 
wealthy travelers buy clothes, jewels and 
perfume, those with less to spend use their 
funds for such things as watches, glassware, 
china and cameras. Observers agree that 
tourists’ purchases are moderate, and that 
Europeans would do well to push their 
wares more. 
Since the tourist business is one of the 
most lucrative to the countries abroad, they 
might perhaps profit by following American 
advertising tactics. By so doing they might 
tempt Americans to buy more and thus ad­ 
vance their own prosperity. American sell­ 
ers have little or nothing to fear from this 
competition. The average American’s trips 
abroad are few, while his trips to his local

The new head of the New York State 
Crime Commission, appointed by Governor 
Thomas E. Dewey, has a useful public rec­ 
ord and a distinguished family background. 
John M. Harlan’s intimate acquaintance with 
law violation goes back to the days when he 
headed the prohibition enforcement depart­ 
ment of the federal district attorney’s office 
for New York City.

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BUYING ABROAD 
When travelers to Europe budget their 
funds, they plan on spending about one- 
tenth of their money for shopping, and 
usually are not tempted to go above that 
amount, according to conclusions drawn 
from customs records. It is estimated that 
European travelers returned this year with 
goods amounting to twenty-six and a half 
million dollars. 
With five hundred dollars* worth the limit 
which can be brought into this country duty­ 
free by one individual, most Americans stay 
well below that limit. Forty-seven per cent 
of the returning travelers bring back less 
than one hundred dollars* worth each. While 
wealthy travelers buy clothes, jewels and 
perfume, those with less to spend use their 
funds for such things as watches, glassware, 
china and cameras. Observers agree that 
tourists* purchases are moderate, and that 
Europeans would do well to push their 
wares more. 
Since the tourist business is one of the 
most lucrative to the countries abroad, they 
might perhaps profit by following American 
advertising tactics. By so doing they might 
tempt Americans to buy more and thus ad­ 
vance their own prosperity. American sell­ 
ers have little or nothing to fear from this 
competition. The average American’s trips 
abroad are few, while his trips to his local 
stores are many.

THREE HARLANS 
The new head of the New York State 
Crime Commission, appointed by Governor 
Thomas E. Dewey, has a useful public rec­ 
ord and a distinguished family background. 
John M. Harlan’s intimate acquaintance with 
law violation goes back to the days when he 
headed the prohibition enforcement depart­ 
ment of the federal district attorney’s office 
for New' York City. Probably he will en­ 
counter some of his old acquaintances as 
he embarks on this new investigation of the 
city’s shady characters.

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WASHINGTON FEARED FIRE 
“There is nothing that fills my mind with 
more apprehension when I am from home, 
■ than fire. I request therefore that every 
charge, and every precaution against the 
bad effects of it, may be given, and used, 
during my absence, to guard against the 
danger of it.” 
That warning was written by George 
Washington in 1797, in f letter to the 
manager of his farm. The language may 
seem archaic, but the thought behind it is 
as modern as today. For fire remains one 
of the greatest dangers to life and property 
—in the home, on the farm, and in places of 
business. 
^ Last year, the property loss from fire was 
‘more than $688,000,000. During the early 
part of this year, the trend was upward—in 
February for example, the waste was 18.5 
per cent greater than in the same month a 
year before. In part, such increases can be 
attributed to rising prices and values. But 
the sad fact remains that back of almost 
every fire, great or small, is human failure— 
carelessness, ignorance, indifference. 
Today, as in Washington’s time, fire pre­ 
vention is a matter of vigilance. For the 
most part, the causes of fire are simple— 
improper handling of smoking materials, 
accumulations of trash, heating plants and 
electrical systems that need repair, and so 
on. It takes no fire prevention expert to 
eliminate such obvious dangers as these. 
It takes only a little thought and a small 
amount of work.

I MacArthur once got into a controversy with Kirby 
i Page, editor of ‘The World Tomorrow,” in 1931, 
; about some clergymen refusing to serve in war, i 
, resulting in a strong letter in which much of his 
I philosophy of life is stated. I take this letter from 
1 Frank Waldrop’s ‘‘MacArthur on War,” a most in- 
I teresting study of a truly philosophic mind. 
Mac- 
I Arthur wrote Page: 
‘The question of war and peace is one that rests, 
under our form of government, in Congress. 
In 
exercising this authority, Congress voices the will 
of the majority, whose right to rule is the corner­ 
stone upon which our governmental edifice is built. 
Under the Constitution, its pronouncement on such 
a question is final, and is obligatory upon every 
citizen of the United States. That men who wear 
the cloth of the church should openly defend re­ 
pudiation of the laws of the land, with the neces­ 
sary implications arising from such a general atti­ 
tude toward our statutes, seems almost unbeliev­ 
able. 
It will certainly hearten every potential or 
actual criminal and malefactor who either has or 
contemplates breaking some other law. Anomalous 
as it seems, it apparently stamps the clergyman is 
a leading exponent of law violation at individual 
pleasure.” 
Of course, there is nothing new in this doctrine: 
it is clearly stated in the Constitution of the United 
States and in a number of decisions of the Supreme 
Court, ours is a congressional government; that is, 
a representative republic. 
During the past 20 years much has been done to 
shift the center of authority from the Congress to 
the President, from the legislative to the execu­ 
tive. 
But the will of the people expresses itself i 
best in the Congress, in the debates, the disagree­ 
ments, the compromises, the acts of the Congress. 
A wilful executive can work in secrecy and there­ 
fore unrelate himself to the will of the people. 
Congress can do no business in secrecy and 
therefore cannot betray the will of the people with­ 
out the knowledge of the people. If the people are 
careless in their vigilance of Congress, that is the i 
fault of the people who neglect their responsibilities 
and obligations. But the core of our government is 
the Congress and when that core rots, our nation 
will fall. 
General Douglas MacArthur, in his magnificent 
address in 1935 to the Rainbow’ Division, which he 
commanded in World War I. said: 
” . . . Where are the empires of old? Where is I 
Egypt, once a state on a high plane of civilization i 
where a form of socialism prevailed and where the 
distribution of wealth was regulated . . . where , 
are the empires of the east and the empires of the 
west which once were the shrines of wealth, wisdom 
and culture? Where are Babylon, Persia. Carthage, 
Rome, Byzantium? 
They all fell, never to rise I 
again—annihilated at the hands of a more warlike 
and aggressive people. Their cultures, memories— 
their cities, ruins. . . . 
“And saddest of all the downfall of Christian 
Byzantium. 
When Constantinople fell, that center 
of learning, pleasure and wealth—and all the weak­ 
ness and corruption that goes with it—a pall fell 
over Asia and southeastern Europe which has never 
been fitted. . . . 
“Two thousand years of existence of the Byzan­ 
tine empire, its size, its religion, the wealth of its 
capital city were but added incentives and induce- i 
ments to an impecunious conqueror. For wealth is 
no protection against aggression. It is no more an ! 
augury of military and defensive strength in a na- i 
tion than it is an indication of health in an indi- J # 
vidual. 
Success in war depends upon men. not " , 
money. No nation has even been subdued for lack 
of it. Indeed, nothing is more insolent or provoca­ 
tive or more apt to lead to a breach of the peace 
than undefended riches among armed men.” 
It is when the hard core of a people's tradition 
rots away and nothing remains but individual ex­ 
cesses and competitions for place, that a nation 
perishes. It is in this same speech that MacArthur 
said in 1935 what is so absolutely true in 1951: 
”. . . We all dream of the day when human 
conduct will be governed by the decalogue and the 
Sermon on the Mount. 
But, as yet it is only a 
dream. 
No one desires peace as much as the sol­ 
dier tor he mutt pay the greatest penalty in war. 
Our army is maintained solely for the preservation 
of peace—or, for the restoration of peace after it 
has been lost by statesmen or by others.”

FATIGUE, TIREDNESS 
There are a number of variations of the story 
of the man w’ho was asked to count the number of 
apples in a barrel. He did so and was not tired. 
He rested for an hour and then he was asked to 
count the number of apples In anomer barrel, some 
of which were in first class condition and others 
in only fair condition and as he counted them, he 
was to decide which apples were in good condition 
and which were only fair. Before he had com­ 
pleted half the task he stopped because he was 
“tired.” 
Why was he tired with the task half done? The 
explanation was that he had to use his head, be 
concerned about whether each apple should be 
couhtcd as good or fair. Making the decision tired 
him. 
While some may get a smile out 
the fact 
that making this decision really tired him, the truth 
of the m atter is that w’here there is the slightest 
“anxiety” about a daily task, however unimportant, 
it tires us more quickly. 
One of the things an instructor has to remember i President 
in teaching someone to ride a horse, drive a car or 
master another game or task is that when the brain 
must be used, fatigue comes on rapidly. In learning 
to play golf, the pupil has to watch various move­ 
ments, control certain muscles, watch his stance, 
follow through, and follow other directions; simi­ 
larly with learning to drive a car or learning to 
ride a bicycle. However, after he had learned any 
sport or game, it comes as natural as walking and 
the brain is not used because it is not needed. 
There is then no fatigue, or only slight fatigue. 
We learn some interesting facts about fatigue 
from the book. "Fatigue and Impairment in Man,” 
by Drs. S. H. Bartley and E. Chute. When you won­ 
der why you feel so tired, since you “haven’t done 
anything to make you tired,” consider these fac­ 
tors: (a) Fatigue may develop in certain types of 
unpleasant social situations; (bi A person may be­ 
come extremely tired at the mere thought of doing 
certain types of work; Cc) if a given situation has 
once produced tiredness, it is apt to do so again; 
(d> when a person is tired, he is unlikely to feel 
enthusiastic about anything and when he is enthus­ 
iastic, he seldom feel! tired; ie) in an emergency. 
a person can undergo unusual emotional strain and 
expend unbelievable amounts of energy without 
feeling correspondingly’ tired.

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BUYING ABROAD 
When travelers to Europe budget their 
funds, they plan on spending about one- 
tenth of their money for shopping, and 
usually are not tempted to go above that 
amount, according to conclusions drawn 
from customs records. It is estimated that 
European travelers returned this year with 
goods amounting to twenty-six and a half 
million dollars. 
With five hundred dollars’ worth the limit 
which can be brought into this country duty­ 
free by one individual, most Americans stay 
well below that limit. Forty-seven per cent 
of the returning travelers bring back less 
than one hundred dollars’ worth each, While 
wealthy travelers buy clothes, jewels and 
perfume, those with less to spend use their 
funds for such things as watches, glassware, 
china and cameras. Observers agree that 
tourists’ purchases are moderate, and that 
Europeans would do well to push their 
wares more. 
Since the tourist business is one of the 
most lucrative to the countries abroad, they 
might perhaps profit by following American 
advertising tactics. By so doing they might 
tempt Americans to buy more and thus ad­ 
vance their own prosperity. American sell­ 
ers have little or nothing to fear from this 
competition. The average American’s trips 
abroad are few, while his trips to his local 
stores are many. 


THREE HARLANS 
The new head of the New York State 
Crime Commission, appointed by Governor 
Thomas E. Dewey, has a useful public rec­ 
ord and a distinguished family background. 
John M. Harlan’s intimate acquaintance with 
law violation goes back to the days when he 
headed the prohibition enforcement depart­ 
ment of the federal district attorney’s office 
for New York City. Probably he will en­ 
counter some of his old acquaintances as 
he embarks on this new investigation of the 
city’s shady characters. 
His father, also named John M. Harlan, 
was a useful citizen in Chicago, a member 
of the city council at a time when he may 
have seemed almost the only honest man in 
that body, and a candidate for mayor against

H. Harrison. 
His grandfather, still another John M. 
Harlan, a Kentuckian, won lasting fame as 
a member of the United States Supreme 
Court for 34 years, from his appointment 
by President Hayes in 1877 to his death in 
1911. This is one of the longest tenures in 
the history of the court. Justice Harlan was 
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WASHINGTON FEARED FIRE 
“There is nothing that fills my mind with 
more apprehension when I am from home, 
■ than fire. I request therefore that every 
charge, and every precaution against the 
bad effects of it, may be given, and used, 
during my absence, to guard against the 
danger of it.’’ 
That warning was written by George 
Washington in 1797, in f letter to the 
manager of his farm. The language may 
seem archaic, but the thought behind it is 
as modern as today. For fire remains one 
of the greatest dangers to life and property 
—in the home, on the farm, and in places of 
business. 
£ Last year, the property loss from fire was 
more than $688,000,000. During the early 
part of this year, the trend was upward—in 
February for example, the waste was 18.5 
per cent greater than in the same month a 
year before. In part, such increases can be 
attributed to rising prices and values. But 
the sad fact remains that back of almost 
every fire, great or small, is human failure— 
carelessness, ignorance, indifference. 
Today, as in Washington’s time, fire pre­ 
vention is a matter of vigilance. For the 
most part, the causes of fire are simple— 
improper handling of smoking materials, 
accumulations of trash, heating plants and 
electrical systems that need repair, and so 
on. It takes no fire prevention expert to 
eliminate such obvious dangers as these. 
It takes only a little thought and a small 
amount of work.

THE CORE IS THE CONGRESS 
An orderly mind cannot recognize anarchy as 
within the realm of possibility. 
General Douglas 
M acArthur once got into a controversy with Kirby 
Page, editor of ‘T he World Tomorrow,” in 1931, 
about some clergymen refusing to serve in war, 
resulting in a strong letter in which much of his 
philosophy of life is stated. I take this letter from 
Frank Waldrop’s “M acArthur on W ar,” a most in­ 
teresting study of a truly philosophic mind. 
Mac­ 
A rthur wrote Page: 
“The question of war and peace is one that rests, 
under our form of government, in Congress. 
In 
exercising this authority, Congress voices the will 
of the majority, whose right to rule is the corner­ 
stone upon which our governmental edifice is built. 
Under the Constitution, its pronouncement on such 
a question is final, and is obligatory upon every 
citizen of the United States. That men who wear 
the cloth of the church should openly defend re­ 
pudiation of the laws of the land, with the neces­ 
sary implications arising from such a general atti­ 
tude toward our statutes, seems almost unbeliev­ 
able. 
It will certainly hearten every potential or 
actual criminal and malefactor who either has or 
contemplates breaking some other law. Anomalous 
as it seems, it apparently stamps the clergyman t s 
a leading exponent of law violation at individual 
plaasure.” 
Of course, there is nothing new in this doctrine: 
it is clearly stated in the Constitution of the United 
States and in a number of decisions of the Supreme 
Court, ours is a congressional government; that is, 
a representative republic. 
During the past 20 years much has been done to 
shift the center of authority from the Congress to 
the President, from the legislative to the execu­ 
tive. 
But the will of the people expresses itself 
best in the Congress, in the debates, the disagree­ 
ments, the compromises, the acts of the Congress. 
A wilful executive can work in secrecy and there­ 
fore unrelate himself to the will of the people. 
Congress can do no business in secrecy and 
therefore cannot betray the will of the people with­ 
out the knowledge of the people. If the people are 
careless in their vigilance of Congress, that is the 
fault of the people who neglect their responsibilities 
and obligations. But the core of our government is 
the Congress and when that core rots, our nation 
will fall. 
General Douglas MacArthur, in his magnificent 
address in 1935 to the Rainbow Division, which he 
commanded in World W ar I, said: 
“ . . . Where are the empires of old? 
Where is 
Egypt, once a state on a high plane of civilization 
where a form of socialism prevailed and where the 
distribution of wealth was regulated . . . where 
are the empires of the east and the empires of the 
west which once were the shrines of wealth, wisdom 
and culture? Where are Babylon, Persia, Carthage, 
Rome, Byzantium? 
They all fell, never to rise 
again—annihilated at the hands of a more warlike 
and aggressive people. Their cultures, memories— 
their cities, ruins. . . . 
“And saddest of all the downfall of Christian 
Byzantium. 
When Constantinople fell, that center 
of learning, pleasure and wealth—and all the weak­ 
ness and corruption that goes with it—a pall fell 
over Asia and southeastern Europe which has never 
been lifted. . . . 
“Two thousand years of existence of the Byzan­ 
tine empire, its size, its religion, the wealth of its 
capital city were but added incentives and induce­ 
ments to an impecunious conqueror. 
For wealth is 
no protection against aggression. It is no more an 
augury of military and defensive strength in a na­ 
tion than it is an indication of health in an indi­ 
vidual. 
Success in war depends upon men. not 
money. 
No nation has even been subdued for lack 
of it. 
Indeed, nothing is more insolent or provoca­ 
tive or more apt to lead to a breach of the peace 
than undefended riches among armed men.” 
It is when the hard core of a people’s tradition 
rots away and nothing remains but individual ex­ 
cesses and competitions for place, that a nation 
perishes. It is in this same speech that MacArthur 
said in 1935 what is so absolutely true in 1951: 
“ . . . We ail dream of the day when human 
conduct will he governed by the decalogue and the 
Sermon on the Mount. 
But, as yet it is only a 
dream. 
No one desires peace as much as the sol­ 
dier for he must pay the greatest penalty in war. 
Our army is maintained solely for the preservation 
of peace—or, for the restoration of peace after it 
has been lost by statesm en or by others.”

FATIGUE, TIREDNESS 
There arc a number of variations of the story 
of the man who was asked to count the number of 
apples in a barrel. He did so and was not tired. 
He rested for an hour and then he was asked to 
count the number of apples in another barrel, some 
of which were in first class condition and others 
in only fair condition and as he counted them, he 
was to decide which apples were in good condition 
and which were only fair. Before he had com­ 
pleted half the task he stopped because he was 
“tired.” 
Why was he tired with the task half done? The 
explanation was that he had to use his head, be 
concerned about whether each apple should be 
couhted as good or fair. Making the decision tired 
him. 
While some may get a smile out of^the fact 
that making this decision really tired him, the truth 
of the m atter is that w'here there is the slightest ¡ 
“anxiety” about a daily task, however unimportant, 
it tires us more quickly. 
One of the things an instructor has 
in teaching someone to ride a horse 
m aster another game or task is that 
must be used, fatigue comes on rapidly. In learning 
to play golf, the pupil has to watch various move­ 
ments, control certain muscles, watch his stance, 
follow through, and follow other directions; simi­ 
larly with learning to drive a car or learning to 
ride a bicycle. However, after he had learned any 
sport or game, it comes as natural as walking and 
the brain is not used because it is not needed. 
There is then no fatigue, or only slight fatigue. 
Wc learn some interesting facts about fatigue 
from the book, “Fatigue and Impairment in Man,” 
by Drs. S. H. Bartley and E. Chute. When you won­ 
der why you feel so tired, since you “haven’t done 
anything to make you tired.” consider these fac­ 
tors: (ai Fatigue may develop in certain types of 
unpleasant social situations; (b) A person may be­ 
come extremely tired at the mere thought of doing 
certain types of work; (cl if a given situation has 
once produced tiredness, it is apt to do so again; 
(d> when a person is tired, he is unlikely to feel 
enthusiastic about anything and when he is enthus­ 
iastic, he seldom feels tired; (el in an emergency, 
a person can undergo unusual emotional strain and 
expend unbelievable amounts of energy without 
feeling correspondingly tired.

Fight Suppression 
Of News, Editors 
Told by Society 


Washington, April 21 (A*)—The 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors was advised today to fight 
what one of its committees de­ 
scribed as an increasing tendency 
toward "’arrogant suppression of 
news” by government officials. 
The committee on freedom of 
information, in a report prepared 
for today’s convention session told 
some 400 editors: 
’’We are beginning to suspect 
that the biggest uncovered story 
of our time is the insidious seizure 
of news prerogatives by public of­ 
ficials.” 
The 
committee, 
headed 
by 
James S. Pope of the Louisville 
Courier - Journal, 
recommended 
that editors wage the fight not 
only through news and editorial 
columns but through the courts 
when necessary. 
“More often, publicity itself is 
the simplest and most devastating 
ammunition 
action 
against 
se­ 
crecy,” Pope said. 
The report contained a long 
sampling of cases of news inter­ 
ference on the part of officials 
ranging from city clerks to the 
heads of federal agencies. 
It cited what it called two re­ 
cent “strong-arm” episodes involv­ 
ing air force police—the alleged 
roughing 
of 
cameramen 
when 
Gen. MacArthur^ plane reached 
Honolulu, and during coverage of 
a military plane crash recently in 
Vancouver Lake. 
Air Force to Investigate 
"When we 
protested to the 
secretary of the air force he 
promptly expressed his regret and 
his. full sympathy with our con­ 
cept of civil and news rights,” the 
report said. “The air force will 
investigate 
each 
incident 
and 
undertake to prevent their repeti­ 
tion.” 
The committee found serious 
fault with the “advisory censor­ 
ship’’ for businessmen recently set 
up by the Commerce Department. 
This policy encourages industry to 
withhold data which concerned 
"advanced 
industrial 
develop­ 
ments, production know-how and 
technology, strategic equipment, 
special installations.” In recom­ 
mending this for the duration of 
the present mobiization program, 
Secretary of Commerce Sawyer 
said such information might be of 
value to potential enemies. 
Pope said one business group 
was advised by the Commerce De­ 
partment’s experts to omit from 
its reporting of government con­ 
tracts “any information in connec­ 
tion with the national defense 
effort.” 
The editor added: 
Beginning of Plan 
“Here is the beginning of a 
vast, hardly discerned network of 
potential news suppression at the 
source by government agencies 
who seem to be only vaguely in­ 
structed on intricate factors that 
really involve military security.” 
“How much of this is going on 
we do not know. 
We’ve only 
begun tb look. 
We suggest that 
all of you take a hard look, 
through your Washington bureaus 
and your press services.”

in 1951, b roiler chick hatching ex ­ 
ceeds 1950 b y a wide margin. The

High price» tor red meats have 
stim ulated demand 
tor 
jioultry. 
There is ab solutely no indication 
that this trend will see any change 
during 
the 
nex t 
year. 
Though 
there may he local oversupply in 
some sections, especially of poorer 
q uality b roilers, there is still a tre­ 
mendous demand for high q uality 
b roiler chicks 
It is prob ab le that 
we will have to hatch throughout 
the rest of 1951 to help fill this

“Third is the fact that, due to 
fewer layers on farms and so few­ 
er eggs b eing mareefed, egg prices 
are fully a third » hove a year ago 
- and steadily climb ing. 
“All of these fictors add up to 
the cheering coiclusion 
to

New York state farmer and potil- 
fryman that now is a good time 
to put in chicks for either b roilers 
or eggs. 
For on» » more fact has a 
vital b earing on he whole picture:

Andrew’s mother wanted him to 
he an anprentice-clerk in a dry 
goods 
store, 
hut 
Andrew' 
soon 
joined partnership w-ith his eldci 
b rother 
Charles, 
who 
had 
in­ 
herited 
their 
father’s 
nursery. 
Andrew 
visited 
famous 
estates 
along the Hudson to study flower 
and plan* arrangem ents and so 
met Caroline De YVindt. She was 
a 
great-granddaughter 
of 
one 
President Adams and a niece of 
another 
yet 
she 
married 
this 
humb le gardener in a grand June 
wedding in 1838. 
Soon Andrew 
Imueht his b rother out and b egan 
to b uild a dwelling for his b ride 
among the Downing Botanic G ar­ 
dens and Nurseries. 
At 26 he had achieved fame not 
only as a landscape artist, b ut 
also as an author of a hook on 
the sub ject. 
Letters poured in 
from Eurone. It b ecame a favor­ 
ite wedding gift for young couples 
ab out to b uild. In his own right 
he lice'» me editor of “Horticultur­ 
ist.” His sayings b ecame famous, 
one of which reads: “Uniess there 
is something of the castlo in the 
man. it is very likely, if it (his 
home) he like a real castle, to 
dwarf him to the stature of a 
mouse.”

Rigby, he understood that Vaux 
was a student of the foremost 
landscape gardener, Andrew Jack­ 
son Downing.

A. J. Downing landscaped Central 
Park in New York city besides 
the many famous estates of his 
day. He further gave me a clue 
that in Carl Cariner’s “The Hud­ 
son," there is an item on A. J. 
Dow ning. 
I have the small armed service 
edition, although was loaned the 
big ixxik some time ago by a lo­ 
cal uptown dentist. In chapter 21 
called “Hudson River Aesthete" 
one reads about “Old Baron de 
Liderer, who on a summer’s day 
met A. J. Downing, a young boy.

Andrew's mother wanted him to 
lie an anprentice-clerk in a dry 
goods 
store, 
hut 
Andrew 
soon 
ioined partnership with his eldei 
brother 
Charles, 
who 
had 
in­ 
herited 
their 
father’s 
nursery. 
Andrew- 
visited 
famous 
estates 
along the Hudson to study flower 
and nlan* arrangem ents and so 
met Caroline Do Wind!. She was 
a 
great-granddaughter 
of 
one 
President Adams and a niece of 
another 
yet 
she 
married 
this 
humble gardener in a grand June 
wedding in 1838 
Soon Andrew 
Imught his brother out and began 
to build a dwelling for his bride 
among the Downing Botanic G ar­ 
dens and Nurseries. 
At 26 he had achieved fame not 
only as a landscape artist, but 
also as an author of a hook on 
the subject. 
Letters poured in 
from Eurono It became a favor­ 
ite wedding gift for young couples 
about to build. In his own right 
he líeosme editor of “Horticultur­ 
ist.” His sayings became famous, 
one of which reads: “Unless there 
is something of the castle in the 
man. it is very likely, if it (his 
home) be like a real castle, to 
dwarf him to the stature of a 
mouse."

the cause of death among infec­ 
tious 
diseases 
and 
kills 
more 
young people between 15 and 35 
than any other disease. 
To cut down on the frightful, 
toll in live* and suffering which, 
tuberculosis takes, we must p re-’ 
vent the spread of the disease | 
from person to person. To check 
the spread of tuberculosis, every-,) 
one who has the disease in an ac­ 
tive 
form must be found and 
placed under treatm ent. 
It is estimated that there a r e , 
half a million cases of tuberculosis j 
in this country 
Of this total, only 
half are known to the health au­ 
thorities. 
This means that there 
remain a quarter of a million “un­ 
known eases"—people not known 
to the health authorities, most of 
whom are not under treatm ent 
and many of whom do not even j 
know they are IU. 
A person can have tuberculosis 
without knowing It. The onset of; 
tutierculosis is usually slow and; 
the disease may be in an advanced 
stage when the symptoms become; 
obvious 
Therefore, 
the 
search 
for unknown cases must be made 
among apparently healthy people.; 
And one of the major aids in And­ 
ing unknown cases of tuberculosis 
is the che** X-ray. 
The 
chest 
X-ray. 
a 
"photo­ 
graph” of a person's lungs, can 
show up suspicious shadow's in the 
lungs of a sick person long before 
the victim feels ill or shows symp­ 
toms of the disease. 
The X-ray 
is widely used today in searching 
out unknown cases of tubercu­ 
losis among large groups of ap­ 
parently healthy people. The de­ 
velopment 
of 
X-ray 
machines 
using miniature film has made 
(tofrsihlc 
the screening even of 
whole communities in compara- 
. tivelv short periods of time. 
When suspicious shadows show 
up on the small film, a larger film 
is taken for more detailed study. 
lf the larger film then indicates 
signs of disease, further tests are 
made l>efore final diagnosis. 
If a 
diagnosis of tuberculosis is made, 
sVps can be taken to help that j 
person get prompt treatm ent. The 
patient thus has a better chance 
of regaining his health than if his 
disease had gone on undiscovered 
until 
it 
reached 
an 
advanced 
stage. 
At the same time, the 
chance of his spreading TB are 
reduced w'hen the disease is dis­ 
covered early. 
If every adult had a chest X-ray 
at least once a year. there would 
he no "unknown cases” of tuber­ 
culosis. and most cases of the dis­ 
ease w'ould be discovered in an 
early stage. 
When that happens, 
we shall he a long way toward 
eradicating 
tuberculosis in

“Please comment on the bid­ 
ding of this hand,” requests a 
New York reader. 
“When this 
hand was played in the Eastern 
States tournament recently. South 
won the opening spade lead and 
promptly led a club for a finesse 
of dummy’s ten. 
East won and 
laid down the ace and king of 
diamonds. 
“West went into a deep huddle 
over the play to the second round 
of diamonds, but finally decided to 
drop his jack. East thereupon ran 
three more diamond tricks, setting 
the contract two tricks. 
“Isn’t 
four hearts a sounder 
I contract? 
If so, how should it be 
bid?” 
Four hearts is a sounder con­ 
tract, but it should be observed 
that it depends on a successful 
club guess. 
If South had guessed 
the queen of clubs at no-trump, he 
would have brought home nine 
tricks without any difficulty. 
However, 
the 
club 
guess 
is 
easier when hearts are trumps. 
Declarer can discover very early 
that East has a singleton heart. 
He then plays East for possible 
length in clubs, and the queen of 
clubs is thus easily picked up. 
The game in hearts is easily 
reached if South cue-bids two 
spades instead of bidding two no- 
trump.

ON BRIDGE 
Here’s a Lesson 
In Good Bidding 
By OSWALD JACOBY 
Written for NEA Service 
“Please comment on the bid­ 
ding of this hand,” requests a 
New York reader. “When this 
hand was played in the Eastern 
States tournament recently. South 
won the opening spade lead and 
promptly led a club for a finesse 
of dummy’s ten. East won and 
laid down the ace and king of 
diamonds. 
“West went into a deep huddle 
over the play to the second round 
of diamonds, but finally decided to 
drop his jack. East thereupon ran 
three more diamond tricks, setting 
the contract two tricks. 
“Isn’t four hearts a sounder 
contract? If so, how should it be 
bid?” 
Four hearts is a sounder con­ 
tract, but it should be observed 
that it depends on a successful 
club guess. If South had guessed 
the queen of clubs at no-trump, he 
would have brought home nine 
tricks without any difficulty. 
However, the club guess is 
easier when hearts are trumps. 
Dec’arer can discover very early 
that East has a singleton heart. 
He then plays East for possible 
length in clubs, and the queen of 
clubs is thus easily picked up. 
The game in hearts is easily 
reached if South cue-bids two 
spades instead of bidding two no- 
trump.

Mayor Signs Sales Tax, 
Only Way to Get Balance 


New York, April 21 (A*)—Mayor 
Vincent R. Im pellitteri “regret­ 
fully” signed the New York city 
sales tax increase bill into law 
last night and then boarded a 
boat for a vacation on the Isle 
of Pines, an island near Cuba. 
After a 50-minute public hear­ 
ing in his office, attended by sev­ 
en persons, the mayor also signed 
the companion compensating use 
tax bill. The latter measure re­ 
quires residents to pay a sales 
tax on purchases made outside 
the city limits. 
The laws become effective May 
1 and expire June 30, 1952. Dur­ 
ing that period, sales tax collec­ 
tions jump from two to three 
per cent. 
Before signing the bills, Impel­ 
litteri said the city may have to 
impose additional taxes in order 
to balance the 1951-1952 execu­ 
tive budget. 
Saying he had given the bills 
close consideration, 
the 
mayor 
added: 
“I am convinced it is the only 
m eans the city has to balance 
the budget, pay the $250 cost-of- 
living bonus to city employes and 
meet pension payments and m an­ 
dated increases to city school 
teachers.” 
The tax increase is expected 
to yield approximately $60,000,- 
000 annually.

Enough for Increase 
Washington, April 20 
-T he 
government’s cost of living index 
Is reported today to have gone up 
enough over Sept. 15 levels to give 
70,000 CIO electrical workers at 
General Electric plants a nine 
cent hourly wage increase. The 
latest index—for March 15—will 
not be announced officially until 
Sunday of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, which compiles it. But 
persons familiar with the figures 
told a reporter it has risen to 
around 184.5 per cent of the 1935- 
39 average. That would put it 0.7 
percentage points above Feb. 15 
and 10.7 points above Sept. 15.
